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Seventh edition of commercial building code ready for rollout 


FOLLOWING THE ADOPTION 
of a freestanding building 

code for one- and two-family 
buildings last year, the long- 
awaited seventh edition of the 
Massachusetts State Building 
Code for commercial and mul- 
tifamily buildings will hit the 
streets before the end of March, 
according to sources close to the 
process. 

Based on the International 
Building Code (IBC 2003), the 
new code could be adopted and 
available for use before the end 
of February. The seventh edition 
will contain many changes re- 


flecting the different philosophy 
of the new base code, as well as 
extensive Massachusetts amend- 
ments. The seventh edition 

will be in effect for a six-month 
concurrency period with the 
sixth edition, during which time 
applicants may choose which 
edition to comply with. 

The publication of the sixth 
edition marks the culmination 
of a seven-year effort by the 
Building Board of Regulations 
and Standards (BBRS) dur- 
ing which time the BBRS also 
produced the separate one- 
and two-family building code 


based on the 2003 International 
Residential Code. Sandy 
MacLeod AIA, a BBRS member 
representing registered archi- 
tects, has asked for comments 
from the design and construc- 
tion community on the contents 
of the new code, particularly 
any new provisions that add cost 
to the design and construction 
process. 

Massachusetts is the last of 
the New England states with a 
mandatory statewide code to 
convert to the new International 
Code format. Department of 
Public Safety Commissioner 


Tom Gatzunis already has asked 
the BBRS to begin work on the 
eighth edition to be based on the 
2009 IBC.

The students’ final project 
will be to develop designs for 
public spaces, water gardens, 
and cultural institutions along 
the canal that address the area’s 
physical, social, and psychologi- 
cal realms.

TO COMBAT THE SHRINKING 
TALENT POOL, architecture and 
engineering firms are looking 
towards generational differ- 
ences as a recruitment strategy. 
According to ZweigW hite’s 
Recruiting and Retention Survey 
of Architecture, Engineering, 
Planning & Environmental 
Consulting Firms, 50 percent of 
firms are using this technique in 
an attempt to attract candidates 
and retain staff. 

In order to cater to specific 
generations, firms are empha- 
sizing different aspects of their 
company and their open posi- 
tions.

Mapping our future 


hat will 
Metropolitan 
Boston look 
like by 2030? 

According to the 
Metropolitan Area Planning 
Council (MAPC), that depends 
on how we choose to grow. 

For example, 22 
Massachusetts municipalities 
currently have water systems 
that exceed state withdrawal 
limits. If we keep growing in 
the same way, our water use 
will increase by 52 million gal- 
lons per day, and 50 systems 
may far exceed those limits by 
2030. However, if we choose to 
make low-impact development

and conservation a regional 
priority—as MAPC is outlining 
in MetroFuture, its new re- 
gional plan for development and 
preservation—we could reduce 
that number to just eight com- 
munities instead. 

As the regional planning 
agency for Metro Boston, 
MAPC represents 22 cit- 
ies, 79 towns, and 3 million 
people over 1,422 square 
miles inside Route 495 from 
Gloucester to Duxbury. To 
create MetroFuture, MAPC 
engaged thousands of residents, 
employers, organizations, and 
other stakeholders to share their 
visions for the future, review 
projections of the region’s likely 
future if current trends con- 
tinue, and build consensus on 
what they would like to happen 
instead. 

“We looked at both where 
we are likely to go and how we 
would like to grow—and used 


it to develop three different 
scenarios for 2030,” says Amy 
Cotter, senior program manager 
at MAPC. “Creating the plan 
forced us to consider often- 
disparate aspirations, such as 
how do we preserve what makes 
our communities great—that 
uniqueness of place—and still 
address our affordable-housing 
crisis?” 

MetroFuture offers a trans- 
formative regional plan that 
addresses the need to add jobs 
and homes with the responsibil- 
ity to preserve wildlife habitats 
and farmland. Based on the 
principles of smart growth, 
the plan focuses growth where 
infrastructure and services 
already exist and promotes equi- 
table development, where the 
benefits of growth are realized 
for people living in cities, sub- 
urbs, and rural areas alike. The 


plan also seeks to reduce traffic 
and climate-changing emissions 
and to conserve water and other 
resources. 

Ultimately, MAPC hopes 
that MetroFuture will be used to 
shape proposals for the legis- 
lature, to model by-laws to be 
considered by municipalities, 
and to make recommendations 
for action by businesses and in- 
stitutions as well as for changes 
that individual households 
can make. MAPC will release 
a comprehensive implementa- 
tion strategy this spring. Visit 
metrofuture.org to learn more 
about the plan and different 
growth scenarios, to view or use 
the vast data collections, and to 
help advocate change. 

“We are not bound to follow 
one inevitable track of growth,” 
says Cotter. “Metro Boston’s 
future remains our choice.”
